A sample of another fertil- 
izer analyzed, Charter Oak Fertilizer, the 
cost price of which was $30.00 a ton, was 
found to have a valuation of only $8.26a 
ton. This fertilizer contained 43.51 per 
cent. of sand end soil. It seems from this 
that protection against fraud is still called 
for.

It seems that Maine alone is not the only 
section burdened with too much early fruit 
The Tribune relates 4 ease: 

“One farmer shipped fifty barrels of 
early apples, of best sorts, and realized for 
the whole lot, above cost of barrels and 
freight, just $5, against which had to be 
charged the labor of hauling the empty 
barrels six miles. picking and packing, 
and delivering at railway station. Another 
sent cff three barrels and did not get 
enough within 32 cents to pay the freight. 
These sample cases are wide duplicated, 
and impress anew the fact that no more 
summer or autumn varieties should be 
planted than are needed for home supply, 
and that many trees may be profitably 
grafted to winter kinds.”

November should be a busy month on 


the farm. ‘Too many farmers find little to 
do after the harvests of the year are gathered 


in. There is always work that may be per- 
formed at this season, and the wide-awake 
farmer will continue to keep it moving till 
the frosts and the snow shall seal it up. 


It should always be held in mind that the 


season for work in spring-time is short and 
that no delays are allowed. Everything 
therefore which willin any way forward 
the work of spring should be performed in 
autumn. ‘The working year on the farm is 
in this way extended, and the term for ac- 
tive operations to the industrious and 
thoughtful farmer is always too short. 
See to it, then, that the work is kept driving 
on to the latest possible date.
